200 bushels per sere; 5 acres barley 40
bushels per aere; 5 aeres oats. 50 bushels
per acre, besides earrots, hay, pasture, ete.

Douglas st once
said: ‘I will do it;' and within forty-
eight hours this measure of repesl was
introduced as an amendment to the Kan-
sas aud Nebraska bill, uocalled for b
the Southern Demoeracy, but whish thoy
were obliged to support, as it was righs
io itself, and was advocated by its author
8s a measure in their favor, which would
open equally all the Territory of the coun-
try to the citizene of all the States for
emigration with their property. A spe-
cious, bat fallacious argument, because is
is utterly impossible, from the very na-
ture of slave properiy itself, that it should
compete with the emigration from free
States, into a country where free labor
could be suocccssfully carried om, and
where the climate causes a suspension of
agricaultural labor for any considerable
pertion of the year. Still the weasure
was supported substantislly by sll South-
ern wembers of Congress, aud was claim-
ed by Douglas to be a boon to the South
which be had given them. For this he
was buroed in effizy by the Republicans,
for this he quarreled with the 3,000 min-
isters North, for this he olsimed the sup-
port of the Scath in the Cinecinnati Con-
vention in 1856, on his second attempt to
be President by a bid for Southern sup-
port. The Adwministration of I’resident
Pierce having been brought iuto the sup-
port of this measure, and being condacted
upoun s strietly coustitutional basis, com-
manded the respect of Southern states-
men, and a growing distrust of Douglas
preveuted bis receiving the votes in thas
Coavention which be coveted, and they
wore then given to Mr. Pierce. The en-
tire prostration of the Demoeratic party
North, however, because of the évils which
